Regarding claim 14, the prior art of record alone or in combination neither 
teaches nor makes obvious the invention of a semiconductor device comprising "a 
metal ring surrounding an active region of the semiconductor device; ...; and wherein 
the drain comprises at least one drain finger extending beyond the metal ring." in 
combination of all of the limitations of claim 14. Claims 15-20, 32,50,51 include all of the 
limitations of claim 14. 

Regarding claim 33, the prior art of record alone or in combination neither 
teaches nor makes obvious the invention of a semiconductor device comprising "a 
metal ring surrounding an active region of the semiconductor device; ...; and wherein 
the drain comprises at least one drain finger extending beyond the metal ring." in 
combination of all of the limitations of claim 33. Claims 34-41 include all of the 
limitations of claim 33. 

Regarding claim 42, the prior art of record alone or in combination neither 
teaches nor makes obvious the invention of a semiconductor device comprising "a 
metal ring surrounding an active region of the semiconductor device; ...; and wherein 
the drain comprises at least one drain finger extending beyond the metal ring." in 
combination of all of the limitations of claim 42. Claims 43-49, include all of the 
limitations of claim 42.
